Remodeling of the Mansion. 


Early last October Robert P. Walker, 
@ prominent Christian Scientist, who is 
also a real estate broker with offices at 
115 Dearborn Street, Chicago, came to 
Boston and bought from tne widow of 
R. Ashton Lawrence the Lawrence estate. 
The general restrictions on the property, 
which did not cover the actu site oO 
the house, barred the erection of any 
institution on the estate. It was under- 
stood that the price paid was in the 
neighborhood of $100,000. Later additional 
land was. purchased, making the estate 
altogether one of twelve acres. 

Plans of a Chicago architect were sent 
@n, and the work of remodeling the big 
stone house in the centre of the estate 
began. The orders were that the improve- 
ment should be rushed regardless of ex- 
pense and that the house must be ready 
for occupancy by Jan. 17. Three hun- 
dred men began work in the middle of 
October, and continued their labors until 
within a few days. Their operations gave 
rise to much speculation. The work was 
kept up night as well as day, until the 
old Lawrence home was completely trans- 
formed, being practically rebuilt. The al- 
terations are estimated to have cost fully 
$100,000. 

The outer stone walls of the mansion 
have been left standing, but with the ad- 
dition of a big projecting porch in front, 
topped by a canopy held up by immense 
chains. Two smaller circular porches 
have been built on the rear, from which 
may be had an unobstructed view of the 
ecuntry for miles. The mansion contains 
thirty-four reoms. 

Two massive vaults of unusual strength 
and size, built of steel and concrete, were 
placed, one at the head of the main stir- 
Way, and the other at the first landing. 
The house was made as nearly fire-proof 
as possible throughout. 

Statement from the Church. 


This statement was given out to-night 
from the office of Alfred Farlow, head 
of the Christian Science Publicity Bu- 
reau: 

“The Rev. Mary Baker Eddy, discov- 
erer and founder of Christian Science, has 
moved from Concord, N. H., to Brook- 
line, a suburb of Boston. The Lawrence 
estate, which has been remodeled, has 
been quietly furnished for Mrs. Eddy and 
her household, and she occupied it at about 
4:45 this afternoon. Only a very few of 
Mrs. Eddy’'s friends knew of her contem- 
plated move. While there has been much 
speculation about the Brookline house, 
no one had guessed aright concerning its 
future occupant. 

‘Mrs. Eddy and her household, includ- 
ing Calvin A. Frye, her secretary, with 
Archibald McLellan as a guest, consti- 
tuted the party. They left Concord at 2 
P. M. on a special train carrying three 
coaches. The train had been,held in the 
yard at Concord until a very few minutes 

efore the time scheduled for leaving. It 
was then run under the shed of the Bos- 
ton side of the station, and was quietly 
boarded by the party, about ten or twelve 
in number. 

“The: train was transferred to_ the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road at Lowell, Mass., whence it was run 
to South Framingham, where it was trans- 
_ferred to the Boston & Albany Road, and 
proceeded to Chestnut Hill Station, where 
Carriages awaited the party and carried 

em to their new home on Beacon and 

mmond Streets.

“This move is not prompted by any

“The whole affair, including the prepa- 
ration of the house, was in nena Potceny 
Mrs. Eddy’s usual way of doing ings. 
She weighs matters deliberately and care- 
fully; then acts quickly.” 


CONCORD IS ASTOUNDED. 


Had Understood That Mrs. Eddy Was 
to End Her Days There.

CONCORD, N. H., Jan. 26.—Residents 
of this city were astounded this after- 
noon when they learned that Mrs. Mary 
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Baker G. Eddy had given up her home at 
Pleasant View and had gone to live at 
Brookline, Mass. It had been understood 
that Mrs. Eddy would never leave the 
retreat she had established here. 

Mrs. Eddy first came to this city in 
1889, and resided in a modest house on 
North State Street. She removed in 1891 
to the dwelling known as Pleasant View, 
on a hill in a suburb, where in years past 
she hag received visits from her followers, 
the last and greatest gathering being in 
1903, when she spoke from a balcony to 
7,000 persons, 

Aside from her daily rides through the 


streets of the city, some of which were 
macadamized at her expense, her last 
public appearance was made in 1904, when 
she paid an informal visit to the magnifi- 
cent Christian Science Church in this city, 
to which she had contributed $100,000. 
Mrs, Eddy’s seclusion was broken re- 


cently because of suits brought by her| 


and other relatives 
last Spring, as ‘! next friends,” In which 
they sought to have legal restraint put 
upon her and her property, alleging that 
she was unduly influenced by Frye and 
others. Three Masters were appointed to 
determine the measure of her business 
capacity and they visited her for the pur- 
poses of @xamination. Before their re- 
port was made the case was withdrawn 
from court by the next friends’ counsel, 
William BE. Chandler and others. 

Another suit is pending, however, in 
which her son and his family seek to have 
the courts take control of a trust fund of 
$125,000 which Mrs. Eddy set aside for 
them, but which never was paid over to 
them, Another trust, comprising practi- 
cally all her property, was created by 
Mrs. Eddy soon after the original suit 
was brought. Mr. Chandler has served 
informal notice on the trustees that they 
must not convert that property to any 
use inimical to the interests of his clients. 

The question of what influence Mrs. 
Eddy’s removal: to Massachusetts wiil 
have upon this latter suit interests law- 
yers. De Witt C. Howe, who is associated 
with ex-Senator Chandler, said he did not 
see how Mrs. Eddy’s departure would 
have any effect on the action. 

Mrs. Eddy’s choice of Pleasant View as 
her home was said to be due to its situa- 
tion near Bow, the town in which she 
was born. Duri her sixteen years’ resi- 
dence there the house has been a shrine 
for all Christian Scientists from all parts 
of the. world, who went to it with the en- 
thusiasm that Moslems show in going to 
Mecca. The spacious gt7ounds have been 
thronged with picnic parties each Sum- 
mer, who came up early in the ermine 
and waited until sunset with the hope o 
getting a glimpse of Mrs. Eddy. Super- 
stitious country folks believed that she 
could cure illnesses by waving her hands 
from the balcony. 

In June, 1903, a great pilgrimage was 
organized to Pleasant View, and on the 
day appointed, 7,000 Christian Scientists 
stood in the grounds before the house 
until Mrs, Eddy appeared on the balcony 
and spread out her two hands toward 
them invoking a_ blessing. 

The favorite place for the pilgrims to 
gather in the grounds of Pleasant View 
was round the marble fountain on the 
lawn, where goldfish disported in the 
sparkling water. This was the nearest 
point to the balcony on the first floor, 
where Mrs. Eddy sat in the Summer 
weather and on special occasions ad- 
dressed the’ pilgrims

Daughter Begins an Action to Remove 
the Administrator Who Took 
Charge of Estate. 


An interesting contest over the proper- 
ty, believed to amount to $15,000 or more, 
left by Stephen Thompson, an old sailor, 
who died supposedly poor and friendless 
in the Brooklyn Naval Hospital last Au-

brought by the daughter of the dead man, 
| who says that a half-brother of her fath- 
er, who succeeded in obtaining letters of 
administration on the property soon after 
the old man’s death, has tried to get her 
to take $5,500 as her part of the estate 
and sign over the rest to him to be di- 
ivided among the other heirs, two other 
half-brothers and a half-sister. She asks 
that his letters of administration be re- 
voked, and. that the entire property be 
turned over to her. 

The daughter had not seen her father 
for twenty-five years before his death, 
although they had corresponded inter- 
mittently between his various voyages. 
She had no idea that he had any property 
until her half-uncle came to her a few 
weeks ago with the offer of settlement. 

Thompson entered the United States 
Navy in 1865 as chief fireman's mate 
and held that post on different warships 
up to the time of his retirement a few 
years ago. In 1876 he was on the Michi- 
gan in the great lakes, and while on shore 
leave he met Anna Thompson, a girl of 
16, 'whose home was at Erie, Penn. On 
Jan. 8, 1877, they were married at the 
girl’s home The bride continued to live 
at Erie, and her husband saw her only 
at intervals, They had two children, 
Mary Alice, the girl who is bringing the 
present action, and another who died, 
Thompson was transferred in 1881 to 
the Brooklyn Naval Hospital, and never 
saw his family again. In 1884 his wife 
obtained a divorce, but the old man still 
kept up a desultory correspondence with 
his daughter. But he never spoke of 
having money, and she frequently sent 
— gifts, supposing that he was penni- 
The old man died in the hospital on 
Aug. 12 of last year. None of his friends 
knew that he had any property or rela- 
tives. A few days later James M. Thomp- 
son of Glens Falls appeared at the hos- 
pital "S Saying that he was a half-

“ Of course,” said Mr. Ridgely in giving 
out his statement, “I had all along kept 
posted as to the hard struggle that the 
bank was having since the panic, but I 


had hoped and rather believed that the 
bank would be able to pull through.” 
National Bank Examiner Hanna, who is 
to liquidate the bank, has been thorough] 
conversant with the progress of its af- 
fairs. He went through its books at the 
time of the panic, has kept close watch 
on its affairs ever since, and is probably 
more familiar with the ramifications of 
Heinze-Morse-Thomas-Barney financing 
than any one in the city except possibly 
the members of the Clearing House Com- 
mittee, whose examinations of the banks 
connected with this coterie started the 
ousecleaning of last October. 


Par Expected for Stock, 


President Havemeyer in an_ earlier 
statement dwelt more specifically on the 
causes of the bank’s troubles. In speak- 
ing of the institution’s solvency he ex- 
pressed the opinion that with careful 
liquidation the stockholders as well as the 
depositors would be taken care of, the 
stockholders receiving par for their stock. 
Mr. Havemeyer’s statement sald: 

“The Directors of the National Bank of 
North America have decided to request 
the Controller of the Currency to assume 
charge of the affairs of the bank. There 
had been persistent rumors afloat for the 
last ten days that the bank would be 
obliged to liquidate or else go into the 
hands of a receiver. These rumors, com- 
ing from apparently unknown sources, 
have been so insidious that it was impos- 
sible to meet them. They have resulted 
in a slow and continuous drain on our re- 
sources. 

**On Saturday there was a still heavier 
withdrawal of funds, indicating that on 
Monday the demand would be increased 
so that we would not have enough cash 
in our vaults to meet it. As the commit- 
tee of the Clearing House announced 
its Intention to issue no more Clearing 
House certificates, the Directors thought 
it advisable to request the Controller to 
put some one in charge, at least tempo- 
rarily, so that all our depositors would be 
treated alike. 

Deposits Now $3,000,000. 

“I accepted the Presidency of the bank 
ternporarily, with reluctance, at the 
urgent request of prominent financiers 
last October, at the time when Mr. Charles 
W. Morse retired as Vice President. Dur- 
ing the panio the bank lost over ten 
millions in deposits. Its deposits now 
amount toa little over three millions. 

‘“*T had hoped to get back a large number 
of our depositors and so rehabilitate the 
bank, but the state of our cash reserve 
and the difficulty on our part of a’ 
money to those who might have returne 
to us put it out of our power to offer 
them a sufficient reason for resuming 
banking relations with us. 

“In my opinion the bank is perfectly 
solvent, and there is every indication that 
the stockholders will receive par for 
their stock with a careful and conserva- 
tive liquidator. 


Clearing House Did Not Press It. 


Although President Havemeyer was 
particular to emphasize the fact that the 
Clearing House Committee had not 
pressed for the payment of the outstand- 
ing indebtedness of the National Bank of 
North America, but had only refused to 
allow it to be increased, the Clearing 


House Committee, through Chairman 
William A. Nash, reiterated the denial 
and made it include all of the debtor 
banks, in a forma] statement. 

Chairman Nash’s statement was made to 
announce the withdrawal of the bank 
from the Clearing House Association, 
with the consequence that the exchanges 
with the bank will not be made at the 
Clearing House this morning. It read: 

“The National Bank of North America 
hag decided to withdraw from membership 
in the Clearing House Association, and to 
Nquidate under the authority of the Con- 
troller of the Currency. This statement 
of the nome is regarded as the simplest 
method of liquidating. The exchanges 
with the bank will not be made at the 
Clearing House to-morrow morning. 
While the Clearing House committee re- 
gards the growing surpluses and improved 
conditions of the banks as highly favor- 
able to a complete retirement of the loan 
certificates, the statement in the morning 
papers that the banks are being forced to 
retire them has no foundation in fact.” 


The Bank’s Directorate,

Hint That the City Will Demand In- 
demnity for the Expense It 
Must Undertake. 


So little headway had been made yes- 
terday in removing the snow, and the 
prospect of the contractors getting the | 
streets clean in-a reasonable time was so; 
dim, that in the afternoon the Street 
Cleaning Department decided to take a 
hand at the work, independent of the con- 
tractors. 

William Robbins, General Superintendent 
of the Street Cleaning Department, said 
that the department would augment its 
own force with about 5,000 extra men and 
an equal number of carts this morning, 
and-go to work to rid the city of its 
mountains of snow. Robbins did not hesi- 
tate to say that the contractors had failed 
to master their job, and would not deny 
that the city might demand that the con- 
tractors make good to the city at least a 
part of the money it would require to 
remove the snow. 

The oity has never been in a more de- 
plorable state three days after a snow- 
storm than it wag yesterday morning. 
Sections of Broadway and the ferry 
streets had been cleaned, it™s true, but 
the sections where no attempt had been 
made to romove the snow were 60 vast 
in extent that, after going over the situa- 
tion, Commissioner Crowell, Deputy Com- 
missioner Edwards, and Supt. Robbing de- 
cided that the time was at hand for the 
city to take up the work of removal 

It was about moon when this decision 
was reached, and an hour later the de- 
partment had 950 of its own carts and 
about 1,500 of its regular men at work 
shoveling and hauling snow. The effect 

}was soon apparent. Forty-second Street 
was one of the first to be attacked, and in 
three hours a big part of that thorough- 
fare had been cleaned. 

At that time Broadway from Thirty- 
fourth Street to Forty-second Street had 
not been touched, while only small sec- 
tions of the important ferry streets had 
been cleaned. These streets, together 
with Broadway and Fifth Avenue, will be 
first to be invaded to-day by the army of 
snow shovelers that the city will put to 
work. Robbins said he did not anticipate 
any trouble in getting the 5,000 carts that 
will be necessary, and added that he ex- 
pected even less trouble in getting the 
5,000 extra men he wants. 

The fact that the city had decided to 
help in removing the snow from the most 
important of the streets occasioned some 
surprise among the snow contractors, who 
gave out a statement in the afternoon to 
the effect that they were making good 
progress in their work. At the office cf 
Mr, Shaughnessy, who has the principal 
Manhattan contracts, it was said that 
the force employed by that contractor 
had broken a record during the day for 
thé amount of snow removed, What the 
record was no one was able to tell. 

Shaughnessy said that 700 of his 1,500 
wagons had deserted him during the 
morning as a result of the slowness with 
which the foremen worked and on ao- 
count of what his secretary claimed was 
their refusal to give credit for the actual 
amount of snow carried. 

Robbins explained that the intolerably 
slow work of the contractors made it nec- 
essary for the Street Cleaning Depart- 
ment to take a hand in clearing away the 
snow. He said it was discretionary with 
the Commissioner under the terms of the 
contracts. 

**We expect to have all the snow soon 
cleared out of the principal streets,’’ added 
Robbins. ‘“ We will pay $7 a day for carts, 
and are confident that price will give us 


all we shall require, The trouble with 
the contractors is that they can’t get 
enough wagons. 

“It is our purpose to hold the contrac- 
tors to their terms, however, and that 
may mean holding them for the cost to 
the city.” 

Robbins sald that Contractor Shaugh- 
nessy is under a bond of $70,000 to fulfill 
his contract, and that Contractor Dooley, 
who has three of the districts north of 
110th Street, is under a bond of $30,000. 
De Marco, and Thompson, who have only 
one district each, are under a bond of $10,- 
000 each. Robbins said the latter were do- 
ing good work and would have their dis- 
tricts clean by to-night. In the Bronx 
and in Brooklyn he said 
progress was being made, 

At Shaughnessy’s office the report that 
the city might come back on the contrac- 
tors for the added expense to the Depart- 
ment of Street Cleaning in assisting in 
the snow removal was not taken serious- 
ly. It was said that if there was to be

FEW INCOMING IMMIGRANTS,

Secretary Taft, Reporting on 
Eastern Trip, Says So, and 
President Agrees. 


CONDITIONS MUCH BETTER 


Peace Throughout the Islands and Ed- 
ucation and Justice Progressing— 
Need of Eastern Possessions. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Secretary of 
War Taft’s report on his visit to the 
Philippines last Autumn was made public 
to-night. Mr. Taft. praises the “work of 
the American Government and is pleased 
with the progress of the Filipinos in po- 
Utical science, but he says at least a gen- 
eration must pass before full freedom 
can be granted to the islands. 

President Roosevelt's letter transmitting 
the report to Congress says: 


fo fee Seante and House of Representa- 


ves: 

I transmit herewith the report of Seo- 
aT, Taft upon his recent trip to the 

hilippines. I heartily concur in the rec- 
ommendations he makes, and I call espe- 
3 attention to the admirable work of 

v. Smith and his associates. It is a 
subject for just “National gratification 

at such a report as this can be made. 

© great civilized power has ever man- 
@ged with such wisdom and disinterested- 
ess the affairs of a people committed by 

e accident of war to its hands, 

f we had followed the advice of the 
Misguided persons who wished us to turn 
the islands loose and let them suffer 
whatever fate might befall: them, they 
would have already passed through a pe- 
riod of complete and bloody chaos, and 
‘would now undoubtedly be the possession 
of some other power which there is every 
Feason to believe would not have done as 
we have done; that is, would not have 
striven to teach them how to govern 
themselves or to have developed them, as 
we have developed them, primarily in 
their own interests. Save only our attitude 
toward Cuba, I question whether there is 
@ brighter page in the qnnais of interna- 
tional dealing between the strong and the 
weak than the page which tells of our 
doings in the Philippines, 

I call especial attention to the admir- 
go clear showing made by Secretary 

aft of the fact that it would have been 
equally ruinous if we had yielded to the 
desires of those who wished us to go 
faster in the direction of giving the Fill- 

inos self-government, and if we had fol- 

wed the policy advocated by others, 
Who desired us simply to rule the islands 
without any thought at all of fitting them 
for self-government. The islanders have 
made real advances in a hopefu! direction, 
and they have opened well with the new 
Philippine Assembly; they have yet a long 
Way to travel before they will be fit for 
complete self-government, and for decid- 
ing, as it will then be their duty to do, 
‘whether this self-government shall be ac- 
@ompanied by serie independence. 

It will probably be a generation, it may 
even be loriger, before this point Is 
reached; but it is most gratifying that 
such substantial progress toward this as 
@ goal has already been accomplished. We 
desire that it ‘be reached at as early a 
date as possible for the sake of the Fili- 

inos and for our own sake, But improper- 

y to endeavor to hurry the time will 
probably mean that the goal will not be 
attained at all. 


THEODORD ROOSEVELT. 
Exhaustive Review by Taft. 


Mr. Taft in his voluminous report ex- 
haustively reviews the progress made un- 
der American rule in various departments. 
In general the Americans found a people 
who had been kept in ignorance both by 
the Government and the friars, who had 
learned to look upon the Government as a 
system to be distrusted and feared, who 
Were dominated by the few educated per- 
sons, and whose only means of remedying 
grievances lay in rebellion. To these ig- 
norant people the Americans have brought 
schools and elections and a system of jus- 
tice, with only such severity as was neo- 
@ssary to deal with the evil conditions. 

‘One of the worst of the evils encoun- 
tered was caciqueism, or local bossism, the 
@omination of localities by unscrupulous 
educated persons. 

“The history of the insurrection,” says 
Mr. Taft, “and of the condition of law- 
lessness which succeeded the insurrection 
is full of instances in which simple- 
minded country folk at the bidding of the 
local leader, or cacique, have committed 
the most horrible crimes of torture and 
murder, and when arrested and charged 
with it have merely pleaded that they 
were ordered to commit the crime by the 
@reat man of the community. 

“In Samar and Leyte the mountain peo- 
ple raise a good deal of hemp. The mu- 
nicipal authorities of the lowlands and 
the loca] caciques conspire to prevent the 
Gisposition of this hemp to any one but 
their own agents at an unjustly low price, 
using duress and a showof official author- 
ity for the purpose. This fraud and mis- 
treatment ultimately creates among the 
mountain peoples a just sense of indigna- 
tion. Then it is that some religious fakir 
invites them to organizeMgainst their ene- 
mies, under the charm of some religious 
token, and some lowland village is sacked 
and its people are murdered.” 


Courts dielp in Education, 


This evil is being reduced as education 
@preads and the people learn of their 
fights and take their cases to the courts. 

Ladronism, or pillage by robber bands, 
has been greatly reduced by subjecting 
these men. to the criminal law instead 
of treating them as rebels. Many men 
have been sent to prison for long terms, 
Dut paroles have been extended in deserv- 
ing cases. Much of the work of suppress- 
ing ladronism has been done by the con- 
stabulary, which is now working in har- 
mony with local officials, 

_ “When I was in the islands two years 
/ ago,”’ says Mr. Taft, “the native papers 
, were full of condemnation of the con- 
| etabulaty and its severity. During the 
last two years a most remarkable change 
has taken place in the relations between 
, the officers and men of this force and 
‘the provincial Governors and officers of 
' the towns, and now there is nothing more 
popular in the islands than the constab- 
ulary.”’ 
He telis of the settlement of the trouble 
| over the friars’ lands, and continues: 
) “Peace prevails throughout the islands 
| to-day in a greater degree than ever in 
} the history of the islands. A community 
| consisting of 7,000,000 people, inhabiting 
| 800 different islands, many of whom were 
\ 4m open rebellion against the Government 
of the United States for four years, with 


oe.

He thus describes Befior Sergio Osmefia, 
who presides over the Assembly: 


“Sefior Osmefia has been one of the 
most efficient fiscals, or prosecuting at- 
torneys, in the islands, re conducted 
the vernment prosecutions in the larg- 
est province of the islands, the Province 
and Island of Cebu. He was subsequently 
elected Governor, and by his own activity 
in going into every part of the island he 
succeeded in enlisting the assistance of all 
the people in suppressing ladronism 
which had been rife in the mountains ot 
Cebu for thirty or forty years, so that to- 
day there is absolute peace and tranquil- 
lity throughout the island. He is a young 
man, not 80, but of great ability, shrewd- 
ness, high ideals, and yet very practical 
in his methods of dealing with men and 
things. The Assembly could have done 
nothing which indicated its gece sense 
so strongly as the selection of Sefior Os- 
mefia as its presiding officer."’ 


Must Wait for Freedom. 


Of the political future of the islands Mr. 
Taft says: 


“Any attempt to fix the time in which 
complete self-government may be con- 
ferred upon the Filipinos in their own in- 
terest is, I think, most unwise. The key 
of. the whole licy outlined by President 
McKinley and adopted by Congress was 
that of the education of the masses of the 
people and the leading them out of the 

ense ignorance in which they are now, 
with a view to enabling them intelligently 
to exercise the force of public opinion 
without which a popular self-government 
jis impossible: 

“‘It seems to me reasonable to say that 
| such a condition cannot be reached until 
at least one generation shall have been 
subjected to the process of artery and 
industrial education, and that when it is 
considered that the people oe divided 
inte groups speaking from terf to fifteen 
different dialects, and that they must ac- 

uire a common medium of communica- 
tion, and that one of the civilized lan- 
guages, it is not unreasonable to extend 
the necessary period beyond a generation. 

“The pony of the United States is not 
to establish an oligarchy, but a popular 
self-government in the Philippines. The 
electorate to which it has been thought 
wise to extend partial self-government 
embraces only about 15 or per cent. 
of the adult male population, because it 
has been generally conceded by Filipinos 
and Americans alike that those not in- 
cluded within the electorate are wholly 
unable to exercise political responsibility. 

“The presence of the Americans in the 
islands is essential to the due develop- 
ment of the lower classes and the preser- 
vation of their rights. If the American 
Government can only remain in the isl- 
ends long enough to educate the entire 
{people, to give them a language which 
enables them to come into contact with 
modern civilization, and to extend to 
| them from time to time additional po- 
| litical rights so’ that by the exercise of 
them they shall learn the use and respon- 
; Sibilities necessary to thelr proper exer- 
cise, independence can be granted with 
entire safety to‘the people, 

‘““No one can have studie@d the Fast 
without having been made aware that in 
the development of China, Japan, and all 
Asia are to be presented the most im- 
portant political questions for the next 
century, and that in the pursuit of trade 
between the Occident and the Orient the 
having such an outpost as the Philip- 
pines, making the United States an Asiatio 
paw for the time, will be of immense 

enefit to its merchants and its trade. 
While I have always refrained from 
making this the chief reason for the re- 
tention of the oer ge because the 
real reason lies In the obligation of the 
United States to make this people fit for 
self-government and then to turn the gov- 
ernment over to them, I don’t think it im- 
proper, in order to secure support for the 
policy, to state such additional reason. 

‘There has been in the United States in 
the last year a recurring disposition on 
thé "oh of many of the press and many 
public men to speak. of the Philippine 
policy as if foredoomed to failure, and the 
condition of the islands as a most de- 
plorable one. No one who knew the isl- 
ands in 1900, and who has visited them 
during the present year and especially 
during the meeting of the Assembly, can 
honestly and fairly share such views. To 
one actually responsible in any degree 
for the present conditions by reason of 
taking part in the government of those 
islands the changes made and the prog- 
ress made under the circumstances are 
most gratifying.” 


Against Policy of Souttle. 


Discussing the question of oost of the 
Government the report says: 


“The question ts whether. in order to 
avoid the expenditure of $5,000,000 a year, 
the United States should pursue the 
humiliating policy of scuttle, should run 
away from an obligation which it has 
assumed to, make the Philippines a per- 
manently self-governing community, and 
should miss an opportunity at the same 
time of building up a profitable trade and 
securing a position in the Orient that 
cannot but be of the utmost advantage in 
obtaining and maintaining its proper pro- 
portion of Asiatic and Pacific trade. 

“From time to time there has been 

ulte severe criticism of the present 

hilippine government on the ground that 
it is such an expensive government as to 
be burdensome to the people. The facts 
are that the taxes which fall upon the 
common people are mutch less than they 
ever were under the Spanish régime. The 
taxes which fall upon the wealthy are 
considerably more, because as a matter 
of fact the Spanish system of taxation 
was largely devised for the purpose of 
avoiding taxation of the wealth of the 
islands.” 


Mr, Taft makes these recommendations: 


** First.. That legislation be adopted by 
Congress admitting the products of the 
Philippine Islands to the markets of the 
United States, with such reasonable limi- 
tations as may remove fear of interfer- 
ence with the tobacco and sugar inter- 
ests in the United States; 

“Second. That the present restrictions 
be removed as to the acquisition of mining 
claims and the holding of lands by cor- 
porations in the Philippines; 

“Third. That further legislation be 
passed authorizing the Philippine Govern- 
ment, if it chooses, to open and conduct 
an agricultural bank, with a capital not 
exceeding $2,000,000; and 

“Fourth. That the coastwise laws of 
the United States be made permanently 
inapplicable to the trade between the 

orts of the islands and the ports of the 
nited States.” 
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ROOSEVELT'S IDEAS 
STILL RULE PARTY 


Poll of Republican Leaders and 
Editors Shows Ten to 
One for Him. 


NO. TEST OF BUSINESS MEN 


New York and New England Show 
« Strength for the President—Chlef 
Weakness Is In the South. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26,—Returns re- 
ceived by The Chicago Tribune in 4 Nar 
tional straw vote, just completed, show 
that Presid Roosevelt's policies are 
just as heartily indorsed now by the mass 
of Republicans as they ever were, 

Answers were received from 4,488 voters, 
representing every State in the Union, and 
including Republican editors, members of 
State Legislatures, Representatives and 
Senators in Congresa, and delegates and 
alternates to the last Republican National 
Convention. No fewer than 4,044 af- 
firmatively declared in writing their ap- 
proval of the President's policies. Only 
184 declared positively against them, while 
210 failed to answer the question, although 
they sent in votes on candidates, 

Evéry one, including the President, had 
expected that his extraordinary popularity 
would wane, either from some special act 
of his or from the tendency of a fickle 
public tg become tired of a popular idol 
If the Roosevelt policies are lacking in 
support to-day, the ballot does not show 
that fact. 

In preparing tabulations of the resplt, @ 
separate record has been kept of th’ re 
turns by States and also by classes. 

The inquiry by The Tribune was inten- 
tionally limited to men who had to do 
more or less directly with practical poli- 
tics. There was no test of business men, 
Lunkers, lawyers, or other commercial or 
social classes. The,main idea was to get 
at the opinion of those persons who are 
likely to be delegates to the next conven-~- 
ticn or who influence the choice of such 
delegates. 

It is an interesting fact that the iIn- 
dorsement of the President’s policies is 
practically the same in each of the 
classes polled. ’ 

Of thé editors, 1,847 were recorded for 
the Roosevelt policies, with only 81 against 
and 50 not voting. 

Of the members of State Legislatures, 
there were 1,625 for, 59 against, and 100 
not voting. 

Of the Representatives and Senators in 
Congress, the proportion which indorsed 
the President was extraordinarily large, 
there being 58 who voted yes, only 1 who 
wrote no, with 7 not voting. 

Of the delegates to the last Republican 
Convention, there were 221 who indorsed 
Roosevelt in writing and 14 who declared 
against his policies, with 24 not voting. 

Among the alternates the average ran 
practicafly the same, with 234 affirma- 
tive, 25 negative, and 15 blank ballots. 

Besides these classes, there were miscel- 
laneous vaters, State Central Committee- 
men, and others, and there the same pro- 
portion holds good. 

It is found that of those who voted 
against the President the largest number 
came from Illinois, There were 20 from 
that State against him, 288 who supported 
him, and only 8 who did not vote, Of 
the 20, 11 were editors, 2 were alternates, 
and 2 were delegates to the last conven- 
tion. These Illinois editors were the only 
ones out of 182 polled who voted against 
Roosevelt. 

The Indiana indorsement of the Presi- 
dent was almost unanimous, there bein 
only one negative vote out of a total o 
seventy, while in Iowa not a single nega- 
tive vote was recorded, In isconsin 
there were 12 votes against the Admin- 
4stration out of a total of 217. 

Of a total of 146 votes in. Massachu- 
setts there were 122 affirmative votes, 11 
negatives, and 13 blank ballots. Forty- 
seven editors voted yes and 6 no, while 
58 members of the Legislature sent in 
affirmative ballots. In Vermont, out of 
a total of 167 there were only 5 negative 
votes. 

In Rhode Island only 1 out of 125 was 
negative, while in Connecticut there were 
11 out of 112. Out of 91 voters from 
Maine only 1 was against Roosevelt. 

The returns from New York show 220 
affirmative and only 18 negative votes 
out of a total of 264, though the President 
has been personally arrayed against Gov. 
Hughes. In Pennsylvan out of a total 
of 837, there were only 10 negatives. 

Curiously enough, the most pronounced 
evidence of a diminution of the President's 
popanantty comes from the Southern 

tates. In Florida, out of thirty-four 
votes, one was anti-Roosevelt. In Georgia, 
out of thirty-two votes, only two were re- 
corded in the negative. In Alabama, how- 
ever, six out of a total of sixty were op- 
posed to the President's policies. In South 
Carolina, out of a total of twenty-six 
ballots four were against the President 
and three were blank. In Virginia the 
negative ballots were eight out of 119, 

In Missouri nine out of 102 votes were 

ainst the President. 

n the eg er States of the Far West 
and on the Pacific slope the President's 
policy is indorsed overWhelmingly.

THAW CASE NEARING END. 


Bellef That It WIIl Go to the Jury by 
Friday. 


The Gefense of Harry K. Thaw in his 
trial for the murder of Stanford White 
will be closed to-morrow. After a care~- 
ful examination of the witnesses who ar- 
rived !n New York on Saturday from 
abroad it was announced yesterday that 
it would be possible to finish with them 
to-day. These »vitnesses, physicians, and 
nurses from Rome, Paris, and London 
were carefully guarded from reporters, 
and they are out of reach of the District 
Attorney’s assistants, 

Two of the alienists for the defense, 
Dre. Wagner and Evans, have already 
qualified as experts in mental diseases, 
and the third, Dr. Jelliffe, will probably 
qualify this afternoon. Al! that will then 
remain will be the reading of the hypo- 
thetical question to-morrow morning, and 
then Mr. Jerome will put on his witnesses 
in rebuttal. These will not be many, and 
the chances are that the jury will have 
the case by Friday afternoon: 

There has been one consultation between 
the defense and District Attorney Jerome 
in the matter of the use of the minutes 
of the insanity commission appointed dur- 
ing the former trial. It was said yester- 
day that Mr, Littleton would not have ob- 
jected to the putting in of all of these 
rainutes, but that the District Attorney 
only wanted to use the oral examination 
of Thaw by the commission. This ex- 
amination, it fs geaid, depicted Thaw’s 
shrewdnese—a quality usually predomi- 
nant in paranolace—and this shrewdness 
was eo effectively used that he convinced 
the commission of his saneness, hiding 


eve evidence of insanity. No agree- 
ment has been reached so far. 

The Thaw jury attended morning serv- 
{ces at the Collegiate Church, Fifth Ave- 
aug and Forty-elghth Street, yesterday, 
and in the afternoon took a ride through 
Central Park and up Riverside Drive.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—William Jen- 
nings Bryan has been in Washington 
since 9:30 last night, and not one of the 
influential Democrats, rrom the score or 
more of his friends and foes who had pro- 
claimed their intention of embracing the 
first opportunity, has dared to break the 
ioe by asking him not to accept the Demo- 
cratic. Presidential nomination. News- 
paper men asked Mr. Bryan if the subject 
had been broached to him, and he replied: 

“It has not, and I oan se@ no reason 
why it should be.”’ 

Mr. Bryan was asked also to com- 
ment on a story published by a Now 
York paper this morning to the ef- 
fect that silver mine owners contributed 
90 per cent. of the money spent in his 
first campaign and that he knew that the 
money came from men who would profit 
directly by the success of the free silver 
issue. He would not discuss. this story 
beyond saying that it is not necessary to 
go beyond the name of the paper printing 
the charge to obtain its refutation, He 
expatiated then upon the unfairness to 
him of the paper in question, 

James K. Jones, ex-Senator from Ar- 
kansas, who managed both of Mr. Bryan’s 
campaigns, was the first caller to-day 
upon Mr. Bryan at his apartments at the 
National Hotel. The former Senator had 
declared publicly that he did not belleve 
it would be prudent for the party to nomi- 
nate Bryan again, and that he intended 
to tell Bryan so as his friend. He was 
asked to-day if he had spoken to Bryan in 
regard to this matter and said he had not;

CHINESE NEW YEAR, NEAR. 


Chinatown Will Celebrate the Celestial 
Empire’s 4,906th Birthday. 


The Chinese New Year’s Day, celebrat- 
ing the 4,906th anniversary of the Chinese 
Empire, comes next Saturday, and the 
mail carriers of the city are grumbling 
over the large amount of mail forwarded 
from the Chinese quarter to relatives and 
friends in the United States, China, and 
other countries, 

Many of the Chinese New Year’s cards 
consist of a four-inch square piece of red 
paper with the greetings written across 
one side and the address on the other with 
a i-cent stamp at the bottom. But in a 
very much larger number of cases the 
wily Chinaman uses a _ red ° envelope, 
which he leaves unsealed, and places from 
fifteen to twenty of the cards inside, 
thus getting cards to numerous friends 
on the l-cent postage rate for “ oircu- 
lars.”

The Chinese Reform Weekly News is 
expected to issue a special edition in 
honor of the day, and the Chinese theatre 
will open with a matinée on New Year's 
Day—the only performance. given in the 
daytime during the entire year—in a play

WRONGLY SUSPECTED 
AS A RAFFLES BAND 


Literary Colony in the Hill Sec- 
tion of Brooklyn Has a 
Visit from Police. 


ANONYMOUS LETTER DID IT 


Writer Thought There Must Be Some- 
thing “Crooked” About Young 


Men Who Kept to Themselves. 
———— 


The Hill district of Brooklyn was pro- 
foundly shocked yesterday to learn that 
one of its best-known apartment houses 
had been invaded by sleuths from Police 
Headquarters, who suspected tHat a band 
of ‘“‘gentlemen crooks” had established 
themselves in it. The appearance of the 
detectives on such a mission caused a 
sensation in the neighborhood, 

Families which are among the wealth- 
fest and most prominent socially in the 
borough live all around the house, and 
there was great relief and satisfaction 
when it developed that the police had 
made an amusing blunder and that the 
band of Raffleses had proved to be a 
group of young writers, artists, and like 
folk who were living in a sort of Upton 
Sinclair community fashion. There were 
explanations all around and apologies 
from the sleuths, Yesterday the police 
were applying themselves earnestly to 
the task of preventing the mistake from 
getting out. At the Detective Bureau 
utter ignorance of the matter was ex- 
pressed. 

Several months ago seven young men, 
members of well-to-do families living up 
the State and in New England, and all 
graduates of the same university, had a 
little reunion in this city. Each had come 
to New York to make his mark in the 
world. Two had gone in for art, two 
were doing literary work, and the others 
were taking courses in medicine and law. 

Talking things over, they found that all 
were living in bachelor apartment houses 
in different parts of town; that all were 
tired of it and yearned for something like 
the comforts of home. One of the seven 
suggested that they get together and live 
on the community plan. His plan was 
that they rent a large apartment in one 
of the best parts of town, hire a house- 
keeper and a good cook, and share the 
expense equally. The idea was adopted 
with enthusiasm. 

A few weeks later the seven hired a 
ten-room apartment in the house in Clin- 
ton Avenue, Brooklyn. In the immediate 
neighborhood live the Pratts, the Vernons, 
the Palmers, the Bedfords, Controller 
Metz, and other prominent Brooklyn folk. 
The seven, who were plentifully supplied 
with money, most of which came in the 
form of frequent rendttances from home, 
furnished ‘their apartment in luxurious 
style, engaged a model housekeeper, and 
the best cook they could find. Then they 
settled down’ to thair community life, and 
were happy and contented, They. were 
all quiet and studious and made no ef- 
fort to cultivate the acquaintance of any 
of their neighbors. ’ 

All went well with the community idea 
until a few days ago, when some one, 
either as a practical joke, or because of 
hastily formed suspicion, wrote to the 
Police Commissioner about them. The 
writer, who did not give his or her name, 
expressed the belief that there was 
‘something crooked’’ about the com- 
munity of seven. It was pointed out 
that they were irregular in their goings 
and comings. that they had little or noth- 
ing to say to any one in_the house or 
the. neighborhood, and otherwise acted 
** suspiciously.” 

The letter. was turned over to the 
Brooklyn Detective Bureau. The ex- 
clusive character of .the house and the 
neighborhood being recognized, two of 
the most: discreet detéctives were de- 
tailed to investigate. They first talked 
te the Superintendent of the building, 
telling him of the suspicion that a band 
of Raffleses were living under the roof. 
The Superintendent was at first indig- 
nant, then amused. 

**Some one has apparently been making 
you the victims of a hoax,’’ said he. 
‘““Those young men are all following hon- 
est professions and living together for 
their mutual comfort.” 

The detectives persisted, and the Super- 
intendent finally took them in to see the 
band of ‘‘ gentlemen crooks.” The “gang”’ 
was joyously discussing a fine dinner pre- 
pared by their gem of a cook. 

**Gentlemen,” said the Superintendent 
with a smile, “here are two detectives 
who have come to investigate you on the 
theory that you are a band of amateur 
cracksmen. I will leave them to talk the 
matter over with you.” 

In less than five minutes the mistaken 
sleuths. were offering all kinds of apolo- 
gies to the seven, who laughed heartily 
at the affair. Within five minutes more 
the detectives were seated at table, hav- 
ing yielded to a pressing invitation, and 
enjoying the viands placed before them 
by the motherly houseKeeper. 

“It’s one on us, all right,’”’ admitted the 
wined and dined sleuths to the Superin- 
tendent, as they went sheepishly back to 
report to Acting Capt. Kuhne the result 
of the raid on the Raffles band in the 
heart of the Hill district.

THE SPORT IS FALLING OFF 


Because Snow Is Not So Plentiful 
as Heretofore—Most of the 
Sleighs Are Old Fashioned. 


It was noted yesterday that on the first 
Sunday of the Winter in which there was 
sleighing in the parks and on the road- 
ways fewer sleighs were out than in sea- 
sons gone by.

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AUTOISTS APPEAL 
FOR UNIFORM LAW 


Hearing to be Arranged at an 
Early Date on the Federal 
Registration Bill. 


WHAT THE ACT PROVIDES! 


Preliminary Meeting to be Held ‘in 
In Washington Next Month to 
Arrange Plan of Action. 


As a preliminary to the hearing which 
it is expected will be held in Washington 
at an early date before the Judiciary 
Committee of the House on the Federal | 
Registration bill, which was recently in- | 
troduced into Congress by Congressman 
William H. Cocks of Long Island, the 
American Automobile - Association last 


week issued an appeal to all owners and/ 
users of motor vehicleb, as well as to 
manufacturers and agents, asking for 
support of the bill. Charlies T. Terry, 
Chairman of the American Automobile 
Association Legislative Board, has recom- 
mended that all autoists interested in the 
passage of the bill write to their repre- 
Sentatives in both houses of Congress 
as well as to the members of the Ju- 
dicilary Committee urging that the bill 
receive speedy consideration, Mr. Terry 
will go to Washington early next month 


|to meet the members of the automobile 


club in that city, and they will appear 
before the Judiciary Committee and ask 
that a date be set for the formal hearing. 

The law provides for the appointment 
of a National bureau to be a part of the 
Department of Commerce and Vabor, and 
to be known as the Motor Vehicle Bureau, 
It provides further that National regis- 
tration may be secured, upon payment of 
a small fee, by filing brief description 
of the vehicle with statistics and with the 
name and address of the owner and the 
State in which he resides. This registra- 
e of the State 
registration obtained in the State where 
the owner lives, but is effective in all 
other States. Stringent penalties and a 
withdrawal of registration ‘privileges are 
provided for those who violate the law. 

“The bill ddes not affect State rights 
or take away the responsibility from the 
infividual motorist,” explained Mr. Terry. 
“ When or it will establish a plan 
whereby home registration will permit an 
automobilist to tour throughout the coun- 
try without the annoyance and incon- 
venience of registering in other States. 
It would appear that the present condi- 
tion, which compels a man to register in 
nearly every State through which he may 
desire to pass, requiring the use of 4 
number of different tags with the official 
State numbers, exists because of the lack 
of just such a uniform law as the Federal 
bill offers. 

“It is unquestionably unfair that auto- 
mobilists, in the use of the inter-State 
highways, should be obliged to submit 
to the diverse State regulations as to 
registration and identification, when such 
State requirements result in the imposi- 
tion of as many different taxes as there 
are States through which the automobilist 
passes, and in the constant necessity of 
procuring new numbers for the machine, 
and in some cases adding these numbers 
to those already on the machine, in other 
cases removing all those except the num- 
ber of the particular State through which 
the automobilist is passing at the time, = 
n 
others two numbers, in some States paint- 
ing the number on the front of the ma- 
chine, and in others having the number 
hanging loosely to front or rear or both, 
There Should be some system 
of identification which shall be uniform, 
and which shall be effective. These vary- 
ing requirements defeat the very object 
of the different State statutes, because 


j}they result in confusion, instead of clear 


identification. 

“A most gratifying response in favor 
of the bill, judged from the large number 
of letters lately received by the Legisla- 
tive Board from owners and members 
of the trade, has already been received 
and a large delegation of motorists will 
be present in Washington when the hear- 
ing is called for.” 


FAVORS BRIARCLIFF COURSE. 


More Sporty Than Vanderbilt Cup Clr- 
cult, Says C. F. Redden. 


Every automobilist who has thus far 
gone over the whole or a part of the 


Briarcliff Cup course in Westchester 
County has expressed complete satisfac- 
tion with it as a course that will bring 
out the best qualities of the stock cars in 
addition to requiring skillful driving. The 
race is to be held April 24, and ready 
over twenty cars have been nominated for 
the event. C, F, Redden, manager of the 
automobile department of the Studebaker 
Company of this city, which has entered 
two stock cars, drove over the thirty-mile 
route last week and expressed his com- 
plete satisfaction with the roads, 

‘**I consider the course far more sporty 
than the Vanderbilt course of 1 and 
1906,"" he said. ‘The course is wide 
one for practically its entire distance 
to allow two racing cars to pass at speed. 
I believe that a car from to 40 horse 
power, such as the Studebaker, will have 
an equal chance with those of higher 
power. In a 800-mile contest absolute 
reliability rather than excessive speed will 
be the leading factor. Of course, ability 
to get under headway quickly after round- 
ing a corner is going be an important 
factor, and a car with a long wheel base 
will labor under a great disadvantage. 
The Studebaker car that we intend to 
enter is rated at 40 horse power and is 
slightly more powerful than the Stude- 
baker that won second place in the last 
Morris Park twenty-four-hour contest, 

“To be a positive success it is abso- 
lutely essential that the course be prop- 
erly protected. There are a number of 
cross and eee ee roads which, with- 
out an efficient per cing system, would 
render fast driving almost impossible. 
In fact, upon the proper pclicing of the 
course depends to a great extent the 
success of the race.”

BANKS, RETIRING 
CIRCULATING NOTES 


Heavy Applications Made Very 
Much in Advance of the Ac- 
tual Date of Retirement. 


FEBRUARY QUOTA FILLED 


Many Banks in Taking Out Circulation 
Last Fall Immediately Specified 
the Date of Retirement—To- 
tals Filed Up to May. 


It looks now as if the full amount of 
i circulation which is permitted to be re- 
i tired each month, under the Aldrich act 
of last year, will be retired during Feb- 
ruary, March, and April, and possibly 
‘May. The present Aldrich act was ap- 
{proved on March 4. 1907, and since its 
approval the full amount of circulation 
which it permitted to be retired—$9,/00,000 
a month—has been retired only during one 


-month. Of course, conditions are differ- 
‘ent at the present time thun they were a 
| year ago, and the mere fact of the expan- 
igion in circuluting notes during the panic 
would serve to bring about heavy retire- 
ment of circulation for the next three 
months, irrespective of the fact that con- 
tracting business is making for a redund- 
ancy of currency. 

Many banks showed their foresight when 
they took out their circulation iast Fall 
by making: application for its retirement 
during the first months of ths present 

ear. Consequently, they will be enabled 

o get their surplus circulating notes out 
of the way, while those who did not take 
this precaution are likely to find that the 
total amount of circulating notes which | 
it is possible to retire has been filled up. 

Application herve lready been filed 
for the retirement of circulation up ta| 
June next and the following table shows! 
the applications for the retirement of cir-/ 
culation which had been filed up to the 
close of business of Wednesday last:

Thus it will be seen that the total 
,;amount for grin has already been 
applied for and March has only $1,500,000 
which will be undoubtedly retired by ap- 
plications filed before the first of that 
month. The applications for the retire- 
ment of circulation in April are even now 
quite substantial and May has a good 
start with almost one-third of the total 
ages for more than three monts ahead 
of time. 

It might be said that the present is 
not a particularly desirable time for the 
retirement of circulation because of one 
factor, namely: the tendency toward 
weakness in the Government bond mar- 
ket. Those who are retiring circulation 
are perfectly well aware of the conditions 
in that market and as a matter of fact 
probably anticipated them when they 
made application last Fall to retire the 
circulation which was then being taken 
out. It does not pay a bank to retire its 
circulation and hold its Government; 
bonds merely as investment. The logical 
procedure would be to sell the Govern- 
ment bonds. Some of these Government 
bonds, however, were bought at a price 
considerably higher than the present 
market and consequently there would be 
a loss on the transaction if the bonds! 
were sold out. An analysis of the situa-' 
tion would probably reveal, however, that 
while the bonds will become available 
through the retirement of circulation, | 
they will not be withdrawn from the 
Treasury and will not be sold. 

When the Treasury deemed it desirable 
to increase the circulating medium and 
urged the banks to take out more notes, 
‘it notified them that it would permit the 
substitution of municipal and railroad ; 
bonds as soewmsty for deposits, releasing 
the Government bonds, which were up to 
that time the collateral for such deposits, 
‘and then ermitting the Government 
bonds so released to be deposited as se-| 
icurity for circulation. The banks that 
dia that can rniow retire their circulation, 
| take down their Government bonds, sub- 
{stitute them as security 


for deposits, 
thereby releasing their municipal and rail- 
road bonds, which they can sell, hold, or 
return to those from whom they bor- 
‘rowed them, as the case may be. Inci- 
| dentally, the present situation shows one} 
of the very bad features of the limitation | 
on the retirement of circulation, and the 
fact that there is only one redemption 
centre in the country.

THE COMPETITION FETICH. 

To the statement of the “Govern- 
ment’s cause of action against the 
Harriman railroads Attorney General 
BonaParts devotes about one news- 
paper column. Mr. Harriman’s Union 
Pacific has got control of the Southern 
Pacific and its subsidiary corporations, 
and the Union Pacifio, or the Oregon 
Short Line, illegally owns stock of the 
Santa Fé, the Northern Pacifio, and the 
Great Northern, all of which is in vio- 
lation of the Sherman Anti-Trust act. 
To the statement of the motive of 
the action as a measure of Federal 

policy he devotes two lines:

Competition between the two companies 
has been substantially eliminated. 

Did competition exist between the 
Union Pacific and the Southern Pa- 
cific before Mr. HARRIMAN acquired 
control of the Southern Pacific? The 
old contract between the transconti- 
nental roads and the Pacifico Mail 
Steamship Company, by which the com- 
petition of the water route and the 
Panama Railroad was effectively ex- 
tinguished, answers that question. Will 
the success of the Attorney General's 
suit make the Southern Pacific a com- 
petitor of the Union Pacific? That 
question is sufficiently answered by the 
results of the Government’s attack 
upon the Northern Securities merger. 
The merger was dissolved, the stock 
redistributed, but the business relation 
of the Northern Pacific to the Great 
Northern remained, and still remains, 
what it was before. There was a change 
fn the form, not in the fact, of control. 

The Sherman act aims to prevent and 
punish restraint of trade. Has trans- 
continental trade been restrained by 
Mr. HaRRiman’s acquisition of control 
over the roads named by Mr. Bona- 
PARTE? That he does not allege, and 
could not prove. There was technical, 
mot actual, restraint of trade by the 
Northern Securities merger. The court 
did not chre to hear argument on that 
point, the getting and holding of power 
to restrain being, it said, a violation of 
the law. Is there complaint of ex- 
tortionate rates on the Harriman 
‘roads? The Attorney General says 
nothing about that, but the extraordi- 
mary growth of the business of the 
roads answers the question completely. 
A policy of overcharge that hindered 
traffic would impair their own pros- 
perity, but they are remarkably pros- 
perous. The country finds it profitable 
to do business with Mr. Harriman’s 
railroads, notwithstanding the want of 
‘competition, 

In logic and as a measure of public 
policy the suit is senseless and with- 
out warrant. But the law has appar- 
ently been violated, and that justifies 
the Attorney General He has no 
thoice, he must sue, though his suit 
can have but a sterile and empty 
triumph. He proceeds under an out- 
‘worn and misdirected statute, a law 
perverted away from the intent of {ts 
authors, an unwise and harmful enact- 
ment. Mr. Roospvett himself asks that 
it Re amended; he argues that pooling 
between railroads should be permitted 
when for the public advantage. The 
Sherman act indiscriminatingly strikes 
at good and bad combinations alike, 
and puts a ban upon sound and unob- 
jectionable business methods, hamper- 
ing and harassing the managers of 
transportation lines to such a degree 
that with the best intention in the 
‘world honestly to obey the law they 
are tinually violating it. There ifs a 
wiasforend belfef that the court itself 
‘would not again affirm the irrational 
and obstructive doctrine of the North- 
ern Securities case. But it is the 
amendment of the law, not further en- 
torcement or interpretation, that is now 
Memanded.

THE PHILIPPINE REPORT. 
If we were to call Secretary Tart our 
American Lord Cromer, it might not

The report of the Secretary of War on 
the Philippines, submitted to the Con- 
gress by the President to-day, recounts 
achievements that may well be ranked 
with those of the British in Egypt, and 
all the more creditably since a common 
aim has been pursued by strikingly 
different methods. In each case the 
aim has been to administer the affairs 
of @ Gependent people for their own 
advantage. In the case of the Ameri- 
can experiment that aim has included 
the education of the people in self- 
government, and the methods adopted 
have centred about a gradual extension 
of functions controlled by selected suf- 
frago. If we keep in mind the fact 
that this experiment in the Philippines 
involves the possible ultimate independ- 
ence of the islands, and the further 
fact that this possibility has stirred 
passions, aspirations, ambitions among 
the natives directly and strongly op- 
posed to American authority, it will 
be seen that the task in the Philip- 
pines has been greatly complicated and 
made heavier. 

Mr. Tarr’s report is a candid, .clear,

The 
World states that these figures are 
given “on the authority of officers of 
the Democratic National Committee of 
1896—men who actually received the 
money and kept the books.”

Is the Roast Beef of Old England, 
Though American Meat Shops Exist. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

There was an article in Tum Times with 
regard to the “Roast Beef of Old 
England,” which stated that the British 
people largely depended on the United 
States for their supply of beef, and that 
the beef of olf England had only become 
@ sort of sentimental memory; the Chi- 
cago stock yargs weuld have to be largely 
increased if they had to kill every week 
for the whole British nation. As a matter 
of fact, the amount of foreign meat con- 
sumed in Great Britain for the last few 
years was 17% per cent. of that used, the 
greater part of the beef coming from the 
Argentine Republic and the mutton from 
New Zealand. The foreign meat Imported 
into Great Britain is a boon and a bless- 
ing to the workingman of the large cities, 
for in most towns and cities of over 20,000 
inhabitants there Is a foreign meat shop, 
where meat can be purchased for two- 
thirds the price of domestic meat, but the 
family butcher does not handle any but 
domestic beef. 

Even the smallest butchers in the coun- 
try towns kill their own itn England to- 
day, and the American visitor going 
through the market on Friday nights 
would not soon forget the smell of the 
“hot tripe,” “pigs' trotters,’ ‘* hot 
fagots,"" and other savory odors. These 
delicacies would indeed be missed If the 
cattle were killed and dressed abroad. 

As a matter of fact, the “roast beef of 
Old England” is in no danger of extinc- 
tion, for it stands alone in quality and 
flavor, The imported article cannot com- 
pare with a joint cut from a beef fed and 
raised on the rich pasture land and in the. 
lovely meadows of the English climate. 
It is purely a question of feeding and not 
@& matter of fancy or prejudice. 

The beef of modern England is not killed 
and dressed on this side of the Atlantle, 
for, although it is thirty years since I 
first saw an American meat shop in Eng- 


land, and beef could be shipped dressed | 


from Chicago cheaper than from Scotland,

Superfluous High Schooling. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

An excellent remedy for 50 per cent. of the 
high school puplis leaving before the comple- 
tion of the course—and of the number that 
| leave much the greater part do so during the! 
| early part of the first half year—would be to 
| have an examination of applicants before ad- 
| mitting them. This to ordinary minds would 
seem to be the rational procedure, but pupils 
are now and since the establishment of high 
schools admitted freely and even urged to 
enter “ just to try what ft fs like,”’ with the 
result that they go with the idea that they 
confer a favor on the powers that be tn doing 
so. The establishment of some more coddling 
methods to keep In school purffis who should be 
furnished with a hoe in preference, is now 
recommended—yet even if adopted it would 
work poorly. A second remedy would be 
to turn all girls’ high schools into technical 
schools, including cooking, and more of that 
than any other subject, and thereby have girls 
who will be of some use. Justice Greenbaum 
said exactly the right thing yesterday at the 
Hebrew Technical School. 

As there would be less of the high school 
work done under the system advocated above, 
since few girls would like to go to school to be 
made useful, and over half the boys would be 
kept out of high school by the simplest de- 
visable examination, a large amount of money 
and a large number of teachers could be divert- 
ed from the present willful waste some use- 
ful end, such as the establishment of special 
classes for truants and unruly boys, and the 
size of unwieldy classes could bé reduced. But' 
all these remedies I suggest ara too plain and 
obvious to meet with favor—some paradox of a 
remedy would be jumped at. Meanwhile ordi- 
nary teachers in elementary schools are clamor- 
ing for the restoration of corporal 
to meet the conditions thrust on them by the 
persons who, having escaped from classroom 
work, have forgotten that boys are eminently 
practical and will go as far they dare in only 
too many cases, ‘“‘ Why,” said I, “ did you 
throw that book at Miss ——?

Escorted Into Harbor by Argen- 
tine Torpedo Boats and Of- 
ficially Welcomed. 


GREAT CROWD AT DOCKS 


Large Number of Entertainments In 
Honor of Visitors to Take Place. 
In the Next Three Days. 

BUENOS AYRBS, Jan. 26.—-Attended by 

@ division of Argentine torpedo boats, the 
American torpedo boat flotilla, which left 
Rio Janeiro Jan. 21, entered the port of 
Buenos Ayres at 8:30 this morning, the 
arrival being witnessed by a great crowd 
of spectators. A few minutes later Com- 
mandant Moreno of the Ministry of Ma- 
rine went aboard the Whipple and wel- 
comed the American officers in behalf of 
the Government of the Argentine Repub- 
lic. 
The entire extent of the public docks 
where berths had been prepared for the 
visiting fleet was lined by detachments of 
marines and Prefecture guards. Almost 
up to the moment of the arrival of the 
flotilla the weather had been extremely 
stormy, but it gradually cleared after the 
flotilla got in, and the crowd of spectators 
assembled about the docks to welcome the 
American sailors attained to vast dimen- 
sions, 

Lieut. Cone, commander of the flotilla, 
was greatly pleased with the hearty re- 
ception. He said that, excepting only 
the fog which delayed the little vessels 
about twelve hours outside Rio Janeiro, 
the passage to Buenos Ayres had been 
fine. 

The Americans were met by the Am 
Gentine flotilla off Flores Island yester- 
day afternoon at 2:30. The welcoming 
fleet saluted and steamed around the filo- 
tila and for half an hour there was @ 
warm exchange of greetings. Commander 
Cone subsequently boarded the Argentine 
flagship, and the trip to this port was 
continued. The torpedo boats anchored 
in the roads shortly after midnjght and 
came up to the dock as early as possible. 

Every boat in the American flotilla was 


!in excellent condition throughout the pas- 


sage down from Rio. The boats will re- 
main here until Thursday morning, when 
they will steam for Sandy Point in the 
Magellan Strait to join the battleship 
fleet. 

A number of entertainments have been 
arranged in honor of the- visitors, which 
will include excursions to interesting 
points, a banquet to be given by the Min- 
ister of Marine, and receptions by the 
President of the republic and the Naval 


Club. These will take up Monday and * 


Tuesday, and on Wednesday there will 
be a reception at the American Legation 
and a number of private parties. 

All of the men on the flotilla are in good 
health. 

It is expected the Argentine squadron, 
which has been ordered to meet the Amer- 
ican battleships and escort them down 
the coast, will come into communication 
with the Pacific fleet about 125 miles 
out from Cape Corrientes probably early 
to-morrow morning. The battleships left 
Rio Janeiro Jan. 22. 


LOOKS FOR INDIAN MUTINY. 


Steamship Captain Predicts a Second 
Uprising in the Far East. 


Capt. William Rohde of the German 
steamship Neidenfels, which arrived here 
yesterday from Far Eastern ports, be- 
Meves that the day when the Asiatics will 
revolt against the white man’s rule is not 
far distant, and that the Sepoy rebellion 
will be repeated in a manner that will 
make the Indian Mutiny look like a small- 
sized riot. / 

Acording to the Captain, who had plenty 
of opportunity to study the situation in 
India while the Neidenfels lay in the 
harbor of Calcutta, the success of the 
Japanese over the Russians In the recent 
war has served to inspire the little brown 
men, and over 300,000,000 of them are un- 
der British domination in India. 

“An example of what may be expected 
before very long,” said Capt. Rohde 
‘‘ was seen in the strike of the Arab coal 
passers at Port Said. Before that we 
never had any trouble with the Arabs, 
They received fair pay for their labor 
and never complained. The strike at 
Port Said was for an fncrease and also 
for shorter hours, a mere subterfuge, for 
when the demands were about to be 
granted the Arabs showed plainly that 
they were not anxious to go back to work. 

“The idea of the strike was merely to 
show the Europeans that they ¢ould no 
longer expect the Arabs to be submissive, 
and the Arabs believed it to be a good 
medium to show us what they could do, 
As a result of/the strike, my crow, 6x- 
hausted by the extreme heat in the Red 
Sea, was compelled to load the 150 tongs 
at Port Said. 

“In the Punjab district the agitators 
are urging the natives to open revolt, The 
white man throughout the Hast is no 
longer looked upon as the naturai lord 
and master. It is generally beileved 
among the natives that what the Japanese 
did the Indians can do also, and it will 
not be very long, tec my mind, before 
there will be serious trouble all over 
Asia.”’ 

On the Neldenfels, which brought a 
cargo valued at nearly $2,000,000 to this 
port from Calcutta and Colombo, was one 
of the most valuable tea shipments that 
ever came to New York. The freighter 
had fair weather ‘through the Indian 
Ocean and Red Sea, but in the Mediter- 
ranean a terrific hurricane struck her be- 
fore her arrival at Algiers and delayed 
her passage from Port Said.

In the Vanderbilt home at Fifth Avenue 
and Fifty-seventh Street to-day at 
noon Miss Gladys, youngest daughter of 
Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt, cousin of the 
Duchess of Marlborough, and one of the 
richest of American heiresses, will become 
the bride of Count Laszlo Jeno Maria 
Henrik Simon Széchényl, a young Hunga- 
rian noble of ancient lineage and comfort- 
able fortune. 

Last Summer Miss Vanderbilt became of 
age, and under the provision of her 
father’s will entered into possession of 
her share of his great fortune, estimated 
at from $12,000,000 to $15,000,000. Ever 
since her coming out a few years ago 
rumor has been busy engaging Miss Van- 
derbilt to young Americans or titled for- 
eigners, but even the gossipmongers con- 
cede that in her marriage to this young 

ungarian she is making purely a love 
match. 

Count Laszlo is a handsome man of 28, 
slender and straight, his bearing betray- 
ing his military training and devotion 
to out-of-door sports. He is not the 
head of his family, being the youngest 
of the four sons of that Count Emerich 
Széchényi who was for many years the 
Austro-Hungarian Ambassador at Berlin 
and who played an important part in the 
negotiation of the German-Austrian al- 
Nance, and was one of the limited circle 
of diplomats who enjoyed the close friend- 
ship of Bismarck. The present head of the 
house of Széchényi, one of the oldest and 
proudest of the Hungarian nobility, is 
Count Dionys, who until recently was 
First Secretary of the Austro-Hungarian 
Embassy at Berlin, and who is reported 
to be slated for an independent diplomatic 
pest. Count Dionys’s wife was a Countess 
de Caraman-Chimay and a cousin of that 
Prince Chimay who married Clara Ward, 
the American girl whose sensational elope- 
ment with Rigo, the gypsy violinist, 
brought her into notoriety’ a few years 
@go. The other brothers are Counts 
Stephan and Peter, and all of them enjoy 
hefeditary seats in the Hungarian House 
of Magnates. 

Count Laszlo is also a cavalry offiicer, 
and though he belongs to most of the ex- 
clusive clubs of Europe and is popular in 
society, he rather prefers sport and trav- 
el to the social gayeties of his set. He is 
an ardent sportsman. He has done much 
big game shooting, and was a member of 
the expedition sent by the Austrian Em- 
peror some years ago to establish friendly 
relations with King Menelik of Abyssinia, 
Count Laszlo is said to have an income of 
$60,000 a year, and owns both towm and 
country estates, although he is not, as has 
been reported, the owner of the magnifi- 
cent domain of Horpacs Castle. That {s 
the hereditary seat of the Széchényi fam- 
fly, and as such is held by Count Dionys, 
the elder brother. 

There has been much talk of the money 
settlement to be made upon the Count, but 

: close. friends of the family say that the 
Countess Széchényi will rétain her great 
fortune and has told her friends that 
their joint means will be used in common 
in the American manner. Count Laszlo’s 
brothers and friends indignantly denied 
the reports of a money settlement when 
they arrived here a few days ago, and de-

Adolph Lewisohn Donates $6,000—Wal- 
lach Bust Unveiled. 


Officers of Mount Sinai Hospital an- 
nounced at their meeting yesterday that 
Lewisohn had donated $6,000 to 
the endowment fund. Other donations re- 
ceived during the last year amounted to 
$18,892.12. The total income in 1907

JEWISH IMMIGRANT REPORT. 


Aid Society Says 49,996 Less Came 
Here in 1907 Than In 1906. 


The report of the Hebrew Immigrant 
Aid Society, which was read last night at} 
the annual meeting of the organization at 
the Educational Alliance, in East Broad- | 
way, showed that in the last year 106,968 
Jews arrived at this port from Europe. 

This number is 49,996 less than the total 
for 1906; 76,740 came from Russia, 14,958 
from Austria, 7,717 from Hungary, 5,621 
from Roumania, 1,035 from England, and 
the others from various European coun- 
tries; 74,906 stayed in New York and 31,- 
972 went to other:cities. Speaking of the 
class of immigrants who arrived, the re- 


port said: 
‘These were mostly young, sturdy men 


who came here to offer thejr.vigor and 
muscle to American industri¢s\ But they 
came, unfortunately, in the midst of our 
own economic crisis, which was the cause | 
of much anxiety on the part of such in- 
stitutions as the United Hebrew Chari- 
ties, the Council of Jewish Women, the 
Clara De Hirsch Home, the Hebrew Shel- 
tering House, as well as the Hebrew Im- 
migrant Aid Society.”

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. 


Stock Markets Waiting on Trade 
Gold Export Question. 


The view which the Stock Exchange 
took last week of the financial situa- 
tion was interesting for two reasons, 
In the first place, its new attitude was 
more in accord with that of people 
generally, and again the change in- 
volved an almost complete reversal of 
the position which it has occupied for 
two months or more. During all this 
period the professional operators in 


shadows actual developments in the 
financial world, have been operating 
for the rise in stocks because of their 
confidence in an early return to normal 
in the money market. So confident 
were they that the traditions of the 
past would hold good in the present 
case that they bought securities ‘n 
great quantities day after day when 
the actual news coming to hand was 
anything but cheerful. Prices rose in 
all directions under the stimulus of this 
buying, and when the Clearing House 
banks of this city reported the restora- 
tion of surplus reserves on Jan. 11 the 
|foresight of this group of speculators 
was fully confirmed. The re-establish- 
ment of a surplus, and the resultant 
jlow rates of interest on call and time 
loans left these market forces without 
;any further ammunition for continuing 
‘the forward movement unless they 
(could find it in additional ease or in a 
;resumption of trade activity. 


For a 
tne brief time they seemed to have 
reached the determination to engineer 
| another advance upon the plain indica- 
tions of progressive ease in money con- 
ditions. At the opening of last. week, 
| however, in spite of the many encour- 
jagements there were to continue their 
operations upon this basis, they aban- 
doned them for the time being, at least, 
owing to their inability to find any- 
thing in the business situation which 
might prove helpful to their plans. The 
public generally had very little to do 
with the long rise, being apparently 
extremely the 


skeptical regarding 


money outlook. In this it was wrong 
and the speculators were right, but 
now both elements are in agreement 
upon the confused outlook in trade. 
Such unanimity in the past has always 
spelled stagnation or dullness on stock 
markets, and will do so in the present 
instance unless one party or the other 
to the agreement comes quickly to a 
decision. Experience has proved that 
| the professional operator in stocks is 
|the first to make up his mind in such 
cases, and when this occurs in the pres- 
ent circumstances it will be reflected 
either in another upward movement in 
stocks, or the reverse, 


No one questions now the strength of 
the money market position. Rates for 
call loans under 2 per cent. here, and 
reductions in discount rates to 3,per 
cent. by the Bank of France, and 4 
per cent. by the Bank of England, as 
well as such a surplus as the $37,000,- 
000 reported by the banks on Saturday, 
will put this matter beyond dispute. 
So interest has veered sharply to trade 
and has centred chiefly upon the rail- 
road and industrial branches. L 
week the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, 
reporting for the month of December, 
acknowledged a decrease of $1,065,000 
in gross earnings, and $1,230,000 in net. 
The figures show first that the decline 
in traffic came so suddenly as to leave’ 
the management of the road no oppor- 
tunity to meet it through economies, 
and again that if this particular prop- 
erty has suffered in this manner others

NEEDLE MAKING A FINE ART. 


Redditch Craftsmen Inherit Dexterity 
Which Makes Them Best Workmen. 


The expert needle manufacturers of 
Redditch, England, where it is said more 
than 2,000,000,000 needles are produced 
each year, have a dexterity in their deli- 
cate trade which the manufacturers be- 
lieve is transmitted from father to son. 
Nearly one-half of Redditch’s 18,500 in- 
habitants are connected directly or indl- 
rectly with the needle industry, and the 
making of the variety of small steel tem- 
pered and pointed products has been the 
town's chief source of income for nearly 
500 years. Many of the so-called “ needle 
factories,” of which there are forty-two 
in the town directory, have apparently 
little to do with needles of domestic uses. 
Under the broad description of needle 
making is included the manufacture of 
fishhooks and other pointed tempered 
steel products which have been associated 
for centuries with needle manufacturing. 

The Redditch needle makers take a deep 
pride in their old establishment and have 
made thorough historical research into the 
origin of their industry which has been 
made a foundation for the claim t the 
art of needle making was first t the

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A few days after the publication of the 
figures, the management of the road 
announced a cut of 10 per cent. in the 
pay of all employes receiving above 
$150 per month. This single instance 
convinced observers that the railroads 
of the country were bound to suffer for 
some months, and reports of other 
roads for the month of December are 
awaited with unusual interest. Pub- 
lication of figures compiled by the rail- 
roads developed the fact that there are 
now about 800,000 idle freight cars, 
and 8,000 idle locomotives. Obvioudly 
further economies must be introduced 
if this condition of affairs is to con- 
tinue, and general wage reductions are, 
of course, among the measures which 
must be taken. There is a feeling of 
hopefulness among railroad men that 
with the earnings of the month of 
January the worst period of depression 
will have been past. To the holders of 
railroad securities it can only be a 
matter of profound satisfaction that the 
earnings of railroads generally for two 
years have been so large as to permit 
substantial curtailment without serious 
results. Interest on bonded indebted- 
ness is in no danger whatever, but it 
may be necessary to reduce somewhat 
the extraordinary dividends which 
stock has received in many cases for 
the single purpose of making easier 
the marketing of additional securities. 
The railroads, as a whole, are helped 
by the Pennsylvania court’s decision 
that that State’s two-cent fare law is 
unconstitutional. The conspicuous place 
in the industrial world is held by the 
United States Steel Corporation, and 
the fact that to-morrow this great con- 
cern makes public its earnings for the 
December quarter has directed atten- 
tion to its showing as a measure of 
industrial conditions. Whatever this 
showing may be, the report for the 
current quarter must still be awaited 
to furnish the final word on the pres- 
ent situation. In the fhercantile trade 
a sharp cut in the price of cotton goods 
by a large Chicago house was followed 
by an even larger reduction in the 
same materials by a New York house, 
and it will be well worth while to ob- 
serve whether these measures are fol- 
lowed by the usual trade atimulation. 


Declining rates for money and great 
accumulation of funds in the banks 
have been followed by a rise in the 
foreign exchange market to a point 
where discussion of gold exports has 
been provoked. Money at European 
centres has also fallen in value, and 
this militates, of course, against heavy 
exports, as does the fact that the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury has adopted the 
policy of calling in Treasury deposits | 
from the banks, and thus reducing their 
holdings. The result of these cross cur- 
rents upon the export question is not 
yet certain, but it is interesting to ob- 
serve that in 1894, when our banks had 
piled up a surplus of $111,000,000 in 
the month of February, and the Bank 
of England was in easy circumstances, 
its proportion of reserves to Nabilities 
being 54 per cent., practically the pres- 
ent proportion, exchange rose steadily 
and net shipments of $80,000,000 gold 
were made. The ease in money has 
been the direct cause of the success at- 
tending recent offerings of securities, 
and among such sales last week there 
were those of Rock Island refunding 
bonds, Consolidated Gas notes, and New 
York City revenue bonds, an option on 
a large block of which was taken by 
Huropean houses. Through the week 
the bond market, as a whole, was 
steady, in contrast with the irregular 
movements in stocks, a fact which 
serves as a reminder that investment 
securities are always the first td feel 
the impulse of reviving business, 


Abbey of Bordesley, which stood on the 
outskirts of the present town.

There are no peculiarities of climate in 
Redditch that are not common to other 
parts of England, but the necessity for 
scme handling of the bright polished 
needles would make the trade difficult to 
carry on in any olimate having a high 
Summer temperature, and the Redditch 
manufacturers. experience considerable 
trouble from rust, arising from handling 
their needles when,the temperature is un- 
usually high. Many workers have to be 
rejected because they have habitually 
moist hands, but it seems probable that 
the conditions of the trade tend to pro- 
duce workers in certain families having 
Suitable hands, 

In the early days of the industry the 
work was done in the houses of the crafts- 
men, who drew their materials from the 
““masters,"”” who marketed the finished 
product. This practice was continued un- 
til toward the middle of the nineteenth 
century, when the gradual application of 
more elaborate tools and machinery to 
the trade, and the consequent need of 
more capital, caused the establishment of 
factories of the modern type. About this 
time a considerable migration of needle- 
makers into Redditch took place from the 
village of Long Crendon, Buckingham- 
shire, where the manufacture of needles 
had been long practiced; these workers 
no doubt brought with them practices that 


nee, oe previously unknown in Rod- 
ch, 

The largest factory is estimated to pro- 
duce needles to the value of $292,000 per 
annum; all other factories do not aggre- 
gate probably more than $584 
mum. These figures are, however, quite 
conjectural, as there are no published re- 
turns from which they can be ascertained. 
The needle industry extends over a group 
of villages sp ing over an area of 
about seven by three miles. The head- 
quarters of the pene firms are, how- 
ever, situated in Redditch. 

The wages of the needle workers are 
ere high, the work generally need- 
ing considerabit intelligence and neat me- 
thodical habits. A large proportion of 
women is employed, the light and clean 
character of the work being well suited to 
their special capabilities. The workers 
are well housed, well clothed, and gener- 
ally thrifty and self-respecting. The trade 
is of a ple character, i regu- 
larity of employment and wages. ost of 
the work is done by “the piece.” The 
modern factories are spacious and well 
ventilated, warmed, and lighted. The 
usual hours of work are fifty per week.

BOSTON COPPER GOSSIP. 


Good Showing Being Made In Many | Manufacturing Jewelers Warn the Pub- | 


Camps—Talk of a Big Deal in 
Central Montana.

BOSTON, Jan.\ 25.—Great preparations 
are making at Greene-Cananea for re- 
sumption of min April 1. During the 
month 1,200 cars of coke, coal, and mine 
equipment have been shipped to the mine, 
and it {s expected that 50,000,000 pounds 
of copper will be produced annually at 
a cost of 12% cents per pound. Despite 
the heavy inroads made in the high 
grade ore by the former management, 
it is declared that there are in sight 
large quantities of paying ore. 

Reports from Butte are that a splendid 
showing is made by the Rarus mine of 
Butte Coalition. 

North Butte’s Edith May vein is mak- 
ing what is said to be the best showing 
in the entire camp, and the Jessie vein 
is developing 12 per cent. copper. The 
company is taking out 200 tons of ore 
daily and shipping it to the Clark re- 
duction plant. The main shaft is now 
down 2,100 feet. 

Work is to be rushed on the Butte and 
New York property; $15,000 worth of new 
machinery is to be installed, and when 
the shaft reaches the 1,000-foot level 
drifting will be begun. 

Negotiations are pending for a large 
deal in Central Montana, a Tacoma syn- 
dicate contemplating the purchase of the 
Fleming mine in Warm Springs gulch 
and a Montana corporation examining 
the adjoining Steinbrenner property. If 
present plans do not miscarry the Helena- 
Butte mine, the White Pine, and the 
Mocking Bird will be combined and the 
whole electrified.

TO STOP FAKE JEWEL SALES. 


llc to Look Out for Fraud. 


Manufacturing jewelers of the Maiden 
Lane district have started a movement to 
prevent the sale of fraudulent jewelry to 
the public. The National Stamping law, 
which was drawn up by jewelers two 
years ago, has not proved as efficient in 
stopping the practice as they had hoped. 


The stamping-law prohibits false marks, | 


but is silent es to jewelry that is un- 
marked, Dealers who sell unmarked jewel- 
ry make make any kind of oral representa- 
tion without becoming liable to prosecu- 
tion, so they carefully remove all marks 
from the jewelry. 

The remedy now proposed is to try to 
get the purchasers of jewelry to look for 
stamps, showing in karats the fineness of 
the gold, and also to look for the trade- 
marks, as is the practice in foreign coun- 
tries. If the dealers refuse to place 
stamps on the jewelry the people are ad- 
vised not to buy it.

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=/ RAILWAYS DISCUSS 
WAGE REDUCTIONS 


Not Likely to Resort to Them 
Unless Traffic Continues 
Poor for Many Months. 


WEST LIKELY TO ACT FIRST 


Grounds on Which New Wage Agree 
ments May Be Reached Between 
Rallroads and the Unions. 


The question of reducing the operating 
expenses of the railroads of the country 
is one which is being given close attention 
by the managements of all the great sys- 
tems. Even in advance of the decline in 
gross earnings, which began to make itself 
felt during the month of November, the 
railroads were. putting into effect such 
economies as they could in order to off- 
set as far as possible the increases in 
wages which had been allowed to all 
classes of employes and the high cost 
of materials. ‘When gross earnings fol- 
lowing the financial disturbances began 
to decline very sharply the movement 
toward greater economy was no longer 
@ matter of discretion, but became a mat- 
tér of necessity. How long it.will be 
before the railroads get back to the 
former level of gross earnings is a mat- 
ter about which opinions differ widely, 
but all railroad authorities agree that 
meanwhile conditions call for the strict- 
est economy. 

Bo far the economies which have been 
put into effect have taken the shape 
principally of reductions in the number 
of train crews, the laying off of men 
who had been engaged in improvement 
work, and the avoidance of all but the 
most necessary of expenditures. In a 
few cases the salaries of officers and 
clerks have been reduced, the recent ac- 
tion of the Baltimore & Ohio and of the 
Southern Railway furnishing instances of 
this kind, but generally speaking it has 
been by reductions in working forces 
rather than in the scale of wages that 
the railroads have sought to economize. 
It is recognized, however, that should 
the traffic of the railroads continue in- 
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definitely at the present relatively low 
level, the question of reducing the wages 
of all classes of railroad employes is one 
which would have to be taken up for se- 
rious consideration. 

In this connection it igs interesting to 
point out that practically all of the wage 
agreements existing between unions of 
railroad employes and the railroads con- 
tain a thirty day cancellation clause by 
virtue of which the railroads, should 
they deem it necessary, will be able on a 
month's notice to reopen the question of 
wages and make an effort to reach 4 
new agreement with their men fixing a 
lower scale of wages. Action of this kind 
is not likely to be taken, it is thought in 
railroad circles, except after very serious 
consideration, and it is not likely to be 
done at all, prominent railroad officials 
say, unless the business of the railroads 
should continue poor for a period of at 
least géveral months. 

The railroads are disinclined to bring up 
the question of wages unless such a 
course should be forced upon them. If 
the question of reducing wages has to be 
taken up for practical decision it is the 
expectation of railroad officials that the 
anions of railroad employes will meet the 
problem fairly, and that the railroads will 
be able to reach a satisfactory agreement 
with their men. It ts pointed out in this 
connection that a period of business de- 
pression lasting many months will be al- 
most certain to bring about further de- 
creases in the prices of commodities, with 
@ corresponding reduction in the price of 
living. Inasmuch as the increased cost 
of living was one of the strongest argu- 
ments used by the railroad men when 
they weré granted recent increases in 
wages, it is expected that they will see 
the reasonableness of reducing wages 
should the cost of living decline along 
with railroad earnings. 

The employes of the Western roads are 
on a relatively higher wage scale than 
those east of Chicago, and any general 
movement for reduction in wages is there- 
fore most likely, it is thought, to take 
Shape in the West. It was only last 
Spring that advances were made in the 
wages of many classes of employes by 
the Western roads, and the question of 
larger pay was under discussion between 
the Hastern roads and thelr employes 
when the decline in business put an end to 
discussion of larger pay. In reducing the 
general scale of wages instead of dis- 
charging a further number of men, the 
railroads would be putting into effect a 
rrinciple which is recognized at least in 
come of the union wage agreements, Many 
of the agreements between shopmen and 
railroads, for instanee, provide that when 
it becomes necessary to reduce expenses 


the working hours shal be reduced to 
eight hours a day before any men are dis- 
charged, Similarly it would be to the 
advantage of railroad émployes as a body 
to accept a lower scale of wages than to 
have a number of men entirely out of em- 
ployment. 

So far as it can be done, it is expected 
that the railroads dealing with this mat- 
ter will keep in their employ as large a 
number of men as possible, preferring in 
the cases where the consent of their em- 
ployes can be had to effect the necessary 
saving by reducing the scale of wages 
rather than by discharging a still larger 
1 umber of men. This is the policy which 
large employers besides the railroads are 
already putting into effect. Thus the 
Aamalgamated Copper Company is keep- 
ing on its payrolls twice as many men as 
firé now actually needed to run its mines 
by alternating forces every two weeks. 

In connection with the question of dis- 
charging employes and of the possible 
reduction in wages by the railroads, it is 
jnteresting to note the statements made 
by railroad officials that they are now 
getting from their employes better serv- 
ice than they did when traffic was at its 
maximum. Then the roads had no choice 
but to employ poor workmen as well as 
good, and the employes themselves, real- 
izing the situation, showed less eagerness 
to serve the railroads faithfully than they 
are now displaying. This condition, it is 
recognized, is partly the result of the fact 
that the railroads are now able to pick 
their men, and those that have been giv- 
ing good service have been retained and 
those that were giving poor service have 
by the first to be discharged. A year 

& man discharged from one road 
could immediately find employment with 
another, and excépt for the older em- 
peeves of the railroads, who had more or 

ess at heart the interest of the roads 
with which they are identified, the men 
were inclined to do as little work as pos- 
sible or to do their work carelessly, 

The situation has now been changed 
greatly for the better, and railroad men 
these days, officials say, are vieing with 
| each other to give good service in order 
to assure their continuance in service. 
It was recently estimated that the in- 
crease in the scale of wages last year had 
added about $100000,000 a year to the 
pay rolls of the railroads. This amount, 
therefore, represents the saving which 

the railroads could effect by re-estab- 
lishing wages at the level at which they 
stood before last year’s advances.

EVIDENCE IS INADMISSIBLE 


District Attorney Reported to Have 
Estimated Cost of Prosecution at $50, 
000 — Civil Actions to be Brought. 


William F. King, who has been act- 
fve in furthering the investigation of 
the various “street rallroad companies, 
has received a letter from Frank Pierce 
in regard to the action of District At- 
torney Jerome in summoning Mr. Blum 
and other members of the investigating 
committee to appear before the Grand 
Jury, which is to determine whether or 
not criminal prosecutions will be had. 

Mr, Pierce says: 


The action of Mr. Jerome in subpoenaing Mr, 
Blum and other members connected with your 
committee is indeed a strange transaction. 
What you have heard, and whet even your 
investigations have developed, would be inad- 
‘missable evidence even before a Grand Jury. 
Mr. Jerome well knuws this. Your committee | 
have urged upon Mr. Jerome the public neces- | 
sity of prosecuting the men who have wrecked | 
the surface railways of New York.

‘COL. DEEMS ORDER 
PUZZLES THE ARMY 


Army Officers Can’t Understand 
Why He Must Appear To-day 
Before a Retiring Board. 


HEALTH SAID TO BE GOOD 


Friends Think the Recent Trial of 
Capt. Chase for Complaining Against 
Him May Have Brought It About. 


When Col. Clarence Deems, U. 8. A., 
the commanding officer of the artillery 
district of Baltimore, appears before the 
Retiring Board on Governors Island this | 
morning there is likely to begin a legal 
battle, the memory of which will live 
for many years in the service. Col. Deems, 
who, according to his friends, ts about as 
jhealthy an officer, both mentally and 
| physically, as there is in the army, still 
! has seven years of active service left un-

| der the legal age limit, and the reason be- 

hind the War Department order requiring 
him to appear before the Retiring Board 
is now exciting the curiosity of army of- 
ficers, 

Col. Deems arrived in New York Friday 
and is stopping at the Park Avenue Hotel. 
He has engaged civilian counsel to look 
after his interests: when he goes before 
{tbe board this morning. 

One of the Baltimore papers suggests 
that the order may be an outcome of the 
recent court-martial of Capt. Arthur W. 
Chase, who got into trouble by writing 
a letter to Col. Heistand, the Adjutant 
Generai. of the Department of the East, 
in which he severely criticised Col. Deema, 
who at the time was his commanding of- 
ficer. Capt. Chase was court-martialed 
and lost three files for writing the letter. 
Col. Deems yesterday said that he had 
been in the army for thirty-seven years; 
that he had always obeyed orders, and 
that he intended to continue to do 80,

investl- | about my being ordered before the board 


at this time. To-morrow morning I will 
be on hand when the board convenes, and 
then if necessary I will have my say.” 

A friend of Col. Deems, however, was 
not so reticent. 

“For thirty-seven years," sald this 
'man, ‘‘Col. Deems has been tn the serv- 
ice of the United States. In all those 


) years he has never been once under ar- 


rest and has never had to face a court- 
martial. His friends can think of no 
physical defect whatsoever that would 
justify his retirement at this time. He 
has been almost continuously on active 
duty for the last ten years, for two and 
a half years of which he was performing 
the hardest kind of service in the Philip- 
pirfes. 

“In the Philippines he suffered to a 
certain extent from tropical ailments to 
which all soldiers out there are exposed, 
but long before his return to the United 
States the army surgeons pronounced him 
absolutely fit, mentally and physically. 
In the last seven years he has had com- 
mand of some of the most important for- 
tifications both on the Pacific and Atlan- 
| tle seaboards, among them Fort Mason, 
San Frangleco; Fort Worden, Puget 
3 New York, and 
| his present place as commander of the 
artillery district of Baltimore—this last 
belng one of the most important artillery 
commands in the gift of the War Depart- 
ment.” 

It was also pointed out that within the 
‘last few months Col, Deems had taken 


| the horsemanship test and physical ex- 
‘amination required by a recent order of 
the War Department, and ‘that examina- 
tion showed him to be in good shape in 
'every way.

Navy Stations, Too, Have Been Be- 
sieged by Unfortunates Who 
Found Work Hard to Get. 


The army recrufting officers stationed tn 
this city have had all they could do in the 
last few months enlisting or rejecting 
members of the “army of the unem- 
ployed "* who showed up at the various re- 


fered their services within the last two | 
months. There has been an increase of 
nearly 800 per cent, in the average of ap- 
plicants for service in the army fn that 
timé., 

At no time sinee the beginning of the 
Spanish war have the recruiting officers 
had so many applications, and the only 
reason that the army is short of men at 
the present time is because the great ma- 
! jority of those who apply are unable to 
pass the examination that the regulations 
require. Of the thousands of unemployed 
men who have offered their services, 
many were well-educated young men. The 
recruiting officers say that hundreds ‘of 
them held good positiong in civil life up | 
to a few months ago. | 

The recruiting office at 147 Park Row 
has accepted over 400 applicants for the | 
army since Dec. 1, and, according to the | 
recruiting officers there, they were an | 
unusually fine lot of young men, wh: De | 
finding it impossible to make both ends | 

had turned to a military 
career. All of these men were sent to 
the headquarters of the general recruiting 
service at Fort Slocum, where they had 
to stand a*>second examination. Accord- 
ing to the reports received here most of 
them stood the second test as successfully 
as the iirst, 

While over 200 have been accepted at this 
station since Jan. 1, over three times that 
many were rejected for various reasons. 
Last year for the cpereapensae period the 
average number of app ications was only 
about one recruit a day, In nearly all 
cases where men were accepted this year, 
they were said to be of good class, and 
just such as the army needs, with its 
strength at the lowest figure in several 
years. 

ont the main New York recruiting office, 

25 Third Avenue, it was said that 250 men 
had been accepted there, while the num- 
ber that had applied for enlistment was 
three times that figure. <A large per- 
centage of the rejected at this office were 
of foreign birth. 

The branch office at 2,862 Third Avenue 
shows an increase of 200 per cent. over 
the record for the corresponding ‘period 
last year, and similar reports were made 
at the stations in Sixth Avenue, near | 
Forty-second Street; 808 East Thirty- | 
fourth Street, and 962 Third Avenue. One 
of the most important of these latter is 
the Sixth Avenue and Forty-second Street 
station. There eight men were accepted 
on S&turday. Of this number three gave 
their vocation as bookkeeper and said 
they had been out of work since Decem- 
ber. 

The reports from the navy recruiting 
stations are along similar lines. It is 
harder to get in the navy, however, as 
the law requires a man to be a bona-fide 
citizen, and not one who has merely 
taken out his first papers, as is the case 
in the army, Then the physical and 
mental examination in the navy is about 
as hard as it can be made. Despite tne 
more rigid requirements, the navy is near- 
ly up to its full enlisted strength,
